France had 


magnanimously bowed and done the best she 
could do in the circumstances. To-day every 
well-wisher of France and of the French, 
people has changed his mind, and the univer- 
sal sentiment is that the French are absolutely 
unfit for self-government;. 
It was 'once a 


proud boast to be a Eoinan citizen. It is a 
source of piitle at this moment to be able to say 
"I am an American, or a Britisher or a Ger- 
man ;" but where is the man who is no£ ashamed 
to confess "I ara a citizen of France ?" The 
deeas of the last two days have appnlled the 
world, and many look upon France as another 
Poland which ought to be occupies, parti- 
tioned, extinsulshecl.

The wisdom of M. Thiera In keeping liH pro- 


visional government oiil of Paris is now inside 
manifest. 
TIio "rods" of J'urm could not 


comprehend the impcrsilivo necessity of peaco 
to Fnwoo on tho severe nnd Iiuiniliulin^ torint 
accepted j but Thicra understood thoso "reds." 
He had soon enough of them to couvinco him 
that after lhal treaty necessary to save Franco 
from annihilation, tho removal of hia govern- 
ment into Paris would bo tho folly of the 
traveller venturing into a Russian forest filled 
with hungry wolves lying ia wait for him. It 
was not tho want of moral courage, but a keen 
perception of the actual situation of tho dan- 
gerous classes of Paris, armed and equipped, 
nnd iofkined for mischief, as they never wcro 
before, that satisfied M. Thiers that the capital 
was at Iho mercy of the niob, and lhal Ver- 
sailles was as near as tho actual danger to his 
government would permit him to go. 


Thus, so fur, Franco has been saved from 


anarchy and tho general horrors of a reign of 
Paris Jacobin mob law j for, had M. Thiers 
nnd his colleagues in the government gone 
into tho city and established themselves there, 
we cannot doubt that all of them would havo 
been seized and shot without ceromouy by tho 
infuriated and howling Jacobin mob. We can 
also now understand why tho German armies, 
after entering it, were not marched directly 
through tho city, and why*, in their temporary 
occupation, they wero limited to the south 
side of the Seine. 
Tha Gerrnin Emperor 


agreed to these limitations in order to save his

Paris is in the hands of the Jaco- 
bins, and it is possible, even with fce restora- 
tion of order, that the government of France 
will keep out of it,

The police have done very well in suspend- 
g, even for a time, the operations of the 


teno houses by the arrests made on Saturday 
night of eight hundred -people who were de- 
tected in the enjoyment of that fascinating 
game; but no one supposes that tie practice 
will be abandoned on that account. 
The 


owners of these establishments were set at 
liberty on a trifling bail, which, of course, 
they were ready to furnish. 
They hare, no 


doubt, gone back to their keno globes again, 
and are working away as vigorously as ever. 
One week's profit can cover the bail, so that 
heir pockets are not severely oppressed. 
Whether they shall ever be called to trial de- 
pends upon the District Attorney, and we 
doubt not that he will do his duty as far as 
the law gives him power. The great mischief 
of these keno houses is that they are seductive 
places of pleasure for the youth of the city. 
Boya of tender ago, who do not frequent 
billiardtooms or the faro table, are led by the 
temptation of keno, which involves only the 
investment of small sums, while it furnishes 
all the excitement of a higher class of gam- 
bling. Hence there Is, perhaps, more danger 
to the morals of the community in the obscare 
keno den than in the luxurious gambling house. 


We observe that this famous raid, with its 


eight hundred captives, was made only upon 
comparatively obscure places. If the police 
would exercise their vigilance ia the vicinity 
of the Fifth Avenue Hotel aad around the 
regions of Twenty-fourth street they would 
find much higher gamo to strike than "Fatty 
"Welsh" or the miserable crowd who were 
swept into the police stations on Saturday 
night. Why do they not put their claws on 
the faro banks that are as thick as black- 
berries all over the city, every one of which is 
known to the police? Lst us not go back to 
tho aristocratic principle which establishes 
one law for the rich and another law for tha 
poor.

Htnas Geraes mat a coaibinatlort existed among tlie 
slaves, whose object TVOS tne obtaining or ttieir 
liberty by force, aaa tiiat, in parsnance of tills aim, 
300 slaves belonging to some lazendas adjoining tlie 
gold mines of tiie English companies in tae province 
bad attempted to induce the large bodies of slaves 
employed In them to rai=e vrtth them the stand- 
ard olj liberty, in tne expectation—wueilier well 
grounded or not is jet unlmovrn—that tne slaves of 
other fazendas would rallv at once to their flag of 
liberty aj;rj that the movement would speedily ex- 
tend throughout the empire. Fortiinaieiy, h jwever, 
before the arrangements for the projected insurrec- 
tion were matured tee plot tras discovered, and 
eome thirty of the riDgiea'Iers have been airestert, 
thus itopplug the cenlous movement for the pre- 
sent.

The Queen also proposed to Parliament, through 
her Ministers, Premier Gladstone, in tlio House of 
Commons, aud Earl Granviiis, in the House or 
Lords, tliat the prlucess Louise shouli) be voted by 
Hie nation a dowry of £30,000 and an annuity of 
£6,000 per annum, which was carried, ana tho 
"match making" negotiations of the British Crown 
with the aristocracy completed. 
The fact of giving dowry to the Princess from tie 
public pur.-.e was not Dlessins, senerjlly speaking, 
to the English nation." TUe vote of tne money pro- 
duced a democratic agitation in opposition. Meet- 
ings were lield ana the grant denounced in the 
large cities of England.

Locke, M. P., addressing His constituents in Soutli- 
warx, mentioned that "fie should vote for tae Prin- 
cess Lou!se's rtowrv." The announoemsni was re- 
ceived with mare?"of dissent, and several persons 
went so far as to hoot at the mention of tlie Queen's 
name.

His Just doom. Henderson Oxcnflme, a mulatto, 
who would pass at any time Tor a white man, was 
executed here to-day for complicity in a large num- 
ber of murders during the past three years; but the 
main oue, and lu which lie was tho principal, was 
the cold-blooded murder or a young man named 
Davis, ot this county, about three months ago. To 
detail the atrocities and murders which hiive been 
perpetrated by this uang would be a labor of weeks 
if not nxontUs. They are commanded by a notorious 
desperado named Henry Berry Lowrcy, who has 
long cheated me gallows of its just dues. Associated 
with Lowrey are two of his brothers ana as many 
of the Oxcudtnes as ringleaders of the gang which 
has long defied both the authority of the State and 
national governments. Their main force is variously 
estimated at from eighty to oue hundred, all or 
whom find refuge when pursued and security 
against capture in the impenetrable recesses of a 
vast area of Eiarsh, Known as ihe "Big Black 
Swamp" in this and Eladen and adjoining county. 
Proclamations of outlawry and large offers of re- 
wards, both by the county acd State, have failed

Great as his crimes were he professed to be- 
come a religious convert, and in his spiritual com- 
munication with a clergyman who was In zealous 
ui)U regular attendance upon him siuce his convic- 
tion, he seemed to have repented, ar.U, liko all 
other negro criminals, believed he was forgiven and 
was oil the way to the regions or Paradise. It is a 
most extiaordmary feature of negro criminals who 
are executed tliat ail of them die wltn tne consctous- 
ne.-s of IJivujc forgiveness and the sure prospect ot 
eternal joy and happiness. Oxe.»dtue was nos an 
exception, aud he, too. realized at tlie last niouieat 
that it was the happiest of his existence. 


illS LAST KIGBT 
was passed in comparative quiet, tliough his slum- 
bers were some'.vliat disturbed by nervous starts; 
but he arose this morning considerably retreshecl 
and partook heartily of his last meal. Shortly otter- 
wards he was visited by the clergyman, with whom 
he remained in prayer the better portion or the 
morning, calmly awaiting the fatal hour. During 
this time he was visited by a naianer of mends and 
acquaintances, whom ho bid an etenuil fare- 
well, aua pave some ot them well-timed and 
sensible advice as 
to the sort or life they 
should lead if tuey regarded the salvation of their 
souls. The day was peculiarly adapted to ilie ter- 
rible tragedy about to de enacted. A dense mass of
